MECHANICAL SOLUTION OF MINING PROBLEMS. 
To THE EDI OF THE MINING JOURNAL 

Sia,—You have « greyed a large space in the Journal of the 24th 
inst. very uselessly, by reprinting Mr. Burr's gridiron, and the explana- 
tions which accontpany it; and, in doing so, you appear to attach an im- 
portance to it which it does not in the least degree merit. No miner 
who knew anything of the four first rules of arithmetic would dream of 
making such an instrument for such « purpose, as he could ascertain, by 
a more simple » everything that this piece of card, divided and 
sabdivided, could inform him, in less time than would be required to rule 
a sufficient number of lines to divide it accurately into the nine 
squares, For example—the lode underlies two and a half feet in a fa- 
thom, and a per icular shaft is to be sunk from the surface to inter- 
sect that lode at the depth of 200 fathome—at what distance from the 
back of the lode must that shaft be placed ’—Maltiply the 200 fathoms 
(the depth of the intended shaft) by 2), the underlie of the lode—tbis 
will produce 500; divide this by 6, and it will produce #3 fms. 2f. as 
the distance at which the shaft must be placed from the back of the lode.
